*Tou lad better prepare for the future* Take out insurance* Side 
rith ths Soviets* I kn<*r that SARITZHl, former Gestapo chief in 
‘ r ienna is now working for the Soviet East German Police*" 
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b* A month or two later, while engaged in conversation with 
isveral ccnfederatea In Salzburg, SIAVEC remarks that SANITZHS 
md written to his wife in Vienna and had mentioned that he was 
Living in ffiist Germany, 
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4* In March 1951, [ >iaried Greengrocer I on the 

credibility of SLAVIK'S statfcfients. Greengrocer 1 responded, "I don't 
think that the Soviets would trust S ANTTZHl to work in East Germany* 

They probably abduc ted him to deny his use to Tfe stern intelligence 
services* SANTTZER'S wife was ousted from her flat, located in the 
Soviet Sector, at the end of the war* She has repeatedly petitioned the 
Soviets for permission to remove sene cheap odds and ends of furniture 
iron the apartment and has never been permitted to do so* It doesn't seem 
likely to me that the Soviets would be so inconsiderate if SAKHZ31 were 
actually assisting them in Germany* A State Policeman chatted with Mrs* 
SAHITZHt recently and learned that she had not received any information 
from her husband since his abduction." 

5# / Us mentioned subject's nam© intermittently in 

conversationsnritn Greengrocer 1, fishing for his reaction, but has caught 
nothing which indicates that Greengrocer 1 has recently changed his opinion 
regarding SANTTZSR'S status • Cb 18 October, Greengrocer 1 passed us the 
following unsolicited report which was dated 4 September 1951* 

"Anna SANITZER, wife of the former Gestapo official, Johann 
SANXTZER, is currently employed as a telephone operator at the 
Ifens Malle cask Machine and Tool Factory, m Bezirk, Rechte 
Bahngasse 30/32. It is understood that she has beccnm resigned 
to her husband's disappearance but gets upset by recurrent news- 
paper articles which have been appearing about her husband* It 
has been independently established that Mrs* SANITZER does not 
receive mall posted abroad at eitter her residence, Vienna XXV, 
Perchtoldsdorf Sochstrgsse 34, or at her place of employment •" 

6* Two enigmatic references must be included in this roundup. 

. -a* 3h April in an evening session in Greengrocer l's 
residence, the latter remarked that he had cnly academic interest 
in SANITZER 'S fate since he felt sure that the ex-Gestapo official 
did not represent "jj?**"*"** «*■ n^-^tial security threat in Austria. 
In the \ Greengrocer 1 promised to 

permit/ j&o reaa wie repur us in his SANITZBR file, but to 

date has not dons so. Ihitial reminders brought forth the response 
that the file had been misplaced. later queries were politely 
answered by statements that ths file was still missing* This re- 
; 'action is considered noteworthy because it is the only time to our 
knowledge that a file has disappeared in the labyrinth of Green- 
grocer l's paper apparat. Equally disturbing, it is the only time 
! that Greengrocer 1 has reneged on a promise* Immediate and obvious 
^conclusions can be drawn* 



(1) The file is actually misplaced or lost. 
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(2) The British have the file. 

(3) Scmecne, unknown to Greengrocer 1, lifted the file* 

We will continue to probe here in an effort to clarify the statue 
of the slewing folder » 

b. On a subsequent evening. Greengrocer 1 confided that ha 
Is personally in touch with an ex-SANITZER staff member whoa 
"I can see whenever I want to. (Greengrocer 1 Implied that he 
didn*t see the person very often.) This non is not now engaged 
In any intelligence activity. He is living here very quietly. 
Before the Gestapo Headquarters was destroyed, he managed to hide 
at his residence carbon copies of seme reports from the SAHITZSR. 
office and ha also has retained a large number of personal notes 
on the work he had been doing." This skeleton of a lead will be 
played back to Greengrocer 1 from time to time with the intention 
of a eking out a little more data on the shadowy ax- official.

SUMMARY CP JNFCRMHTICM 

Reference la made to Top Secret report ISX33 of Ifeadquarters Company "A" 
2677 Regiment, Office of Strategic Services, cm subject, dated July 1945, 
describing subject's counter intelligence activities directed against Soviet 
intelligence operations • 



Ja June 1948 subject expressed the desire for an interview with a repre- 
sentative of a U.S. intelligence, whereupon he was contacted at the IANBES- 
GERICHT jail. 



Subject states that the Soviets want to have hi at transferred into their 
custody in order to obtain certain inform ti cn listed below, which could 
be used to the disadvantage of the T7.S. and of Austria* It is noted that 
an informant of subject, a certain WEIDINGER, who penetrated tte Communists 
fear subject, was reported : flowed from, the IAHDESGERICHT jail by the Soviets, 
and that the Soviets have obtained a copy of subject's hearing wherein he 
explained the military nature of his activities to the Austrian authorities* 
Subject does not desire to evade Austrian trial, but requests intervention 
by the 0*S. authorities to prevent his transfer to Soviet custody* Subject 
states he expects to be released in the near future, for he is of the im- 
pression his innocence has been established in the hearings of the Austrian 
authorities* Subject claims no Allied agents apprehended or investigated 
by his section were executed, as required by German law at that time, and 
that hew»9 extremely lenient towards persons aiding or abetting foreign 
agents* 

Subject believes hit knowledge of the following topics and networks have 
made the Soviets determined to gain him in their custody, and would make 
U.S* intervention imperative* 

1. Reference is made to the report of OSS, LSX33, listing subject 
as an expert on Swiet ciphers, codes, Soviet and CCMINTHBJJ intelligence opera- 
tions* The Soviets probably suspect that his experience may be utilized in 
future counter intelligence operations directed against Soviet intelligence 
activities • 











2* The Swiets presumably are interested in gaining evidence of 
double roles played by some of their agents known to subject. 

3* Subject was in control of a network covering the areas Slovenia, 
Yugoslavia, Austria and Slovenia* This network is comprised of about 100 in- 
formants in all strata of society - Connunista, aristocrats, priests, and 
former members of opposition parties. Although subject refuses to disclose 
their identity at present, such a network is likely to have existed, and it 
can be expected that subject will surrender the persons involved to the Sew let 
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intelligence under duress* These former Gestapo informants, many in key 
positions, "would certainly be susceptible to Soviet pressure, and could 
easily be compelled to operate on behalf of Soviet intelligence. 

4* Subject trained a group (about 30) of UFA (Ukrandnian Liberation 
Army) agents in Bratislava and Vienna for missions behind the Bed Army lines* 

A certain Lipitzky (phonetic), an Ukrainian sent from Berlin by the RSHA, was 
in charge of these UPA agents. This group arrived safely in Ifessau upon the 
termination of the war* The Soviets may fear that this group today is engaged 
in anti-Soviet underground operations and desire to learn more about this 
and similar groups* 

5 * Subject claims the Soviets have discovered that he fata knowledge 
of a group of dissident Had Army officers which maintained contact with the 
Abwehr during the war* If the following information is proved to be correct, 
this probably constitutes the strongest argument for TJ.S* intervention to 
prevent subject f s being taken into Soviet custody* 

During the investigations of the 20 July uprising, subject was ordered by RSHA 
to find the alleged radio contact of the Abwehr with the Soviet Union. Sub- 
ject states he was able to locate this contact, which waa maintained by AST 
IV II* It was determined that this project was not utilized by the dissident 
Abwehr to facilitate their revolt but as a source of positive intelligence* 

The project continued after 20 July under the auspices of the RSHA* 

The Abwehr was in contact with a dissident group of high Red Army officers 
directed by a certain SAJLfCJEV, chief of the Bed Army signal training* Radio 
contact waa maintained under the guise of practice transmissions from four 
different points in the Soviet thion. Subject recalls ace radio operator 
was located in the Crimea who used the ewer name "AKATCLE 1 ** Those Soviet 
transmissions were received by a certain LCNGIN, a white Russian Immigrant 
working for AST AVil, first in Budapest and later in Vienna* LCKGIN had been 
a member of the anti-Bolshevik Rus si an exile movement of a former Czarist 
General TURKUL. The AST contact to LCNOIN was established by a certain SADDER, 
alias KLATT, a Jewish operative of the AST* KAUDER had met LGNGIN In a Buda- 
pest jail, both held for some minor offense* The AST used KAUDER as Intermediary 
to LOJGIN in this project until 1944, when KAUDSt was removed on charges of 
graft. After this, LCNGIN maintained direct contact with Colonel W3ESNER of the 
AST, a German national now believed to be in Germany. 

After the war LCNGIN and KAUDER were held by the CSS in Salzburg* Subject be- 
lieves a successor agency of the CSS is utilizing LCNGIN to maintain contact 
with the dissident Red Army cell around Samojev, 

Subject also remembers a newspaper report on the death of KAUDER-KIATT follow- 
ing a car accident, which he considers a ruse to protect KEUDHt-ffLATT, whan 
'he also believes to be working for the U.S# Intelligence and whom the Soviets 
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previously had attempted to kidnap* A certain KNIll'KL, the secretary of 
KAUDffi-KLtTTj reportedly la working for CIC Gamnden.
